NEW WHEAT POLICY 


The trading of wheat on the Winni- 


peg Grain Exchange ceased on Monday 
27th., by 
All existing trades were 


September federal govern- 


ment order. 
ordered closed out at the closing quot- 


ations on Monday. 

The initial wheat board price has 
been rasied from 90c a bushel to $1.25 
1 Northern at Fort William or Van- 
couver 

The above decisions were reached at 
Ottawa on Monday and announced 
‘Tuesday morning by Hon. J. A. Mac 
Kinnon, minister of trade and commer: 
ce The Wheat Pools and other farm 
organizations of Western Canada had 
long been pressing for a higher wheat 
price and the cessation of speculative 
marketing. 

Another important announcement 
made by the minister of trade and com 
merce was that an early distribution 
of payments would be made on partigi- 
pation certificates on the 1940, 1941 
and 1942 wheat deliveries to the board. 
In 1940 and 1941, farmers who deliver- 
ed wheat to the board got an initial 
payment based on I Northern at 70c at 
the terminal. In 1942 this was raised 
to 90c, 

In commenting on the change in 
government policy, R. D. Purdy, gener- 
al manager of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
stated— “In view of the confused mar- 
keting situation the closing of the 
Winnipeg grain exchange appears. to 
be the only reasonable policy that 
could be adopted to protect the farm- 
ers and permit effective operations be- 
ing continued. As for the increase of 
the initial wheat board price to $1.25 
for 1 Northern wheat basis the term- 
inal, I think it is simply justifiable. 
Wheat has been priced at entirely too 
low levels during the war years.”

CANADIANS LIKE JAM

OTTAWA— Here are some figures 


which indicate in part why jam was 
rationed in Canada. Production of 
jam climbed from the outbreak of war 
to 70 million pounds in 1942, Of this 
nine million pounds were exported and 
61 million pounds consumed in the Do- 
minion.
